Only rubbish — but it’s a 
real job to handlel ~ 


By DENNIS BARDENS 

Once upon a time most people 
thought that the men who emp- 
tied the dustbins and collected re- 
fuse from houses, shops and offices 
did not have much of a job. They 
do not think so nowadays. « 

The amount of rubbish and | 
waste that people throw away is) 
amazing. In Britain it amounts to 
more than 10,000,000 tons a year 
—-& vast mountain of waste paper, 
bottles, scraps of all sorts, and 
discarded objects ranging from 
television sets that no longer work 
and are not worth repairing to 
broken washbasins. : 

What happens to. it all? Let us 
take a look at Westminster -—- a 
part. of London—where the City 
Council has 24 vehicles collecting 
refuse from six o'clock in the 
morning to 2.30 in the afternoon. 

The refuse is taken to the 
Council's Central Cleansing and 
Transport Depot, near the River 
Thames. This huge depot, with 
an area of more than 60,000 
square feet, cost approximately 
700,000 to build. 


Incoming rubbish vans are 
weighed on the weighbridge, then 
go into a main receiving hall 
where the refuse is tipped into 4 
hopper. = 

The empty vans then pass 
through cleansing bays where 
water-sprays wash them thorough- 
ly, inside and out. 

SALVAGE 

The rubbish is then conveyed by 

elevator and tipped into waiting 


| barges, which tow. it away down 


the river, where it is tipped into 
the marshes as part of a land 
reclamation scheme. 

Not all the junk collected, how- 
ever, is thrown away. All the 
metal is recovered, and more than 
3,000 tons of paper is baled and 
sent to waste mills for pulping 
and making hardboard for boxes 
and building sundries. 

This salvage helps to pay the 
cost of keeping the city clean. 

The dustmen work in teams, and 
do a 40-hour week. There are 
good wash-rooms and shower 
baths at tha depot, and lockers 
where they keep their clothes and

INEQUALITY OF THE SEXES 


Protesting unfair discrimina- 
tion against men is a new line of 
attack for women’s organizations 
The Ontario Business and Profes- 
sional Women's Clubs adopted it 
recently in its annual brief to the 
provincial government on points of 
law which do not recognize the 
equality of the sexes. 

The legal provision which per 
mits women -to refuse jury duty 
was denounced as “unfair discrimi- 
nation against men”. Having 
drawn attention to this unusual 
situation, the clubs. went on te 
protest points of law from: the 
other side of the fence. 2 

One of these is that the pen- 
sionable age for women is how 
frequently set at 60, while the 
pension plans for men set the 
age of retirement at 64 The 
.women argued that as women 
live longer, they need a longer 
working period to prepare for 
retirement. 

The women also objected to the 
provision of the succession duties 
act,. whereby, when one member 
of a family dies, the safety deposit 
boxes of all relatives are sealed 
until inspected by a. representa- 
tive of the department. This pro- 
_|vsion, it was asserted assumes that 
all citizens are dishonest in their 
dealings with the government, 


The Ontario B's and P’s would 
also like to have the govern- 
ment establish training schools 
for domestic servants. They 
argue that if trained domestica 
were available, skilled women, 
whom the countfy needs, would 
be released from household 
duties that now keep them from 
applying for jobs for which they 
are well fitted. 

The women's admirable degree 
of high-mindedness. in preparing 
the brief deserve the attention of 
anyone concerned. with inequality 
of the sexes. But the action of the 
Ontario government also deserves 
attention , 


On the same day the women's 
brief was presented, the Ontarie 
minister of labor introduced a bil 
to amend the minimum Wage act 
of the province. This proposed a 
minimum wage for both men and 
women in Ontario’s principal im 
dustrial regions. For men, the 
minimum would be $1.00 to $1.28 
per hour; for women, 85 centa

Concerned over the increasing 
incidence of syphilis in the United 
States, America health organiza- 
tions are asking for a $10 million 
federal appropriation to continue 
the expansion of the national ven- 
ereal disease control program. 

The Health League of Canada, 
organized more than 40 years ago 
to help bring the disease under 
control. In this couniry, reports 
that the number of known cases 
in the United States has reached 
an alarming figure and is the 
highest in the past 12 years, An 
increase in these diseases is also 
evident in Canada. 

Reliable estimates indicate that 
infectious syphilis occurs in the 
t7.S. at the rate of 60,000 cases 
a year, while the number of gonor- 
rhea cases is estimated at one mil- 
lion.

“THEE NOT ME” 


Did you know that it is: 
against the>law to drive an 
American sized automobile in 
downtown Osaka, Japan, during 
business hours? Or that wine- 
tasting France bans advertising 
of grain liquors (whiskies) from 
its publications? - 


These are a couple of ex- 
amples of trade restrictions 
which bother our American 
neighbors. Such restrictions, 
they say, are just as effective 
as tariffs jn many areas of in- 
ternational trade. 


If an Osakan cannot drive an 
American car downtown, why 
should hé buy one? If a French- 
man cannot read advertisements 
for bourbon, what is taavhet his - 
taste for it? 

American trade officials are 
digging out such examples in 
preparation for international 
trade negotiations next year, 
which are supposed to work to- 
wards general reduction of ta- 
riffs across the board in all 
countries. The Americans are 
said to feel that many straight 
tariff reductions would not be 
meaningful where internal impe- 
diments exist. 


Canada is America’s _ best 
customer yet the United States 
also objects to our anti-dump- 
ing regulations which calculate 
some tariffs on the basis of 
American selling prices. They - 
want to be free to unload sur- 
plus production at bargain 
prices in Canada rather than 
disrupt their own market. 


Free trade, it seems, is always 
desirable for one’s own country 
but not for the other fellow. 
Canada is already the largest 
importer on a per capita basis 
of any western nation but our 
friends want us to permit even 
more importing before they will 
grant any concessions to their 
market, 


Although we finally managed 
to show a trade surplus early 
this year, it was not with the 
United States. In business with 
our good neighbor we showed a 
deficit of $500 million. Canada 
has little hope ot improving this 
situation. unless she gets & 
chance to sell more goods to the 
Americans, 


The United States has always 
been one of Canada’s best cus- 
tomers too, But it buys what it 
wants and needs-—raw materials 
for its manufacturing industries 
—and sells us back finished 
goods, Our manufactured goods, 
sales of which could help bal- 
ance our trade, are blocked as 
effectively as American cars in 
Osaka or bourbon in France.

RARE MOVE 
AFFECTS FARMERS 


BANKRUPTCY. 
ACT UNFAIR 


A private member's bill to amend 
the Bankruptcy Act was approved 
in principle in a rare move in the 
Commons in Ottawa last week. 


The bill, which would affect far-. 


mers, was refermed to the banking 


and commerce standing committee 
for detailed study. 

Sponsor of the bill, Eugene 
Whelan i‘L— Essex South), sald 
his proposal would protect fruit 
and vegetable growers and all pri- 
mary producers when their pro- 
ducts are involved in the bank- 
ruptcy of a processor. 

It was the first time ‘In the new 


Parliament that a private mem-. 


ber’s bill was not “talked out" in 
its alloted time. 

Mr. Whelan, a farmer, said the 
Bankruptcy Act is highly unfair 
in its applications to primary pro- 
ducers. For example, a fruit 
grower could never get paid for 
fruit. deliveries to a cannery if and 
when the cannery went bankrupt. 


Also the fruit growers cannot 
get paid if the cannery borrows 
money from a bank with the fruit 
stocks as security and then de 
faults payment of the loan, In 
such cases, the banker had! the 
first claim to the fruit. 


J. J. Greene (L — Renfrew 
South) said the Bankruptcy Act 
needs ‘a revision because it now 
seems to act as a shelter for fraud. 
The act and similar legislation 
were weighed too much ip favor 
of the businessman or banker 
against the primary producer. 

Reid Scott (NDP—Toronto Dan- 
forth) thanked the government 
for letting the bill come to a vote, 

Former veterans minister Mar- 
cel Lambert said the bill is full of 
“barbs and hooks”, It gave prior- 
ity to one class of creditors im 
bankruptcies, which was a poom 
principle of law. 

Gilbert Rondeau (SC-—Shefford) 
said the measure is needed because 
it will give farmers more financial 
security. H. A. Olson (SC—Medi- 
cine Hat) and Jack Roxburgh (L 
—-Norfolk) also endorsed the bill.

FIVE KINDS OF PORK CHOPS 


Have you ever shopped for 
pork chops and found ‘yourself 
confronted with several different 
kinds... each called a different 
name and each selling for a dif- 
ferent price? 

Basically there are five differ- 
ent kinds of pork chops, says 
the Meat Packers Council of 
Canada. It’s not too hard to re- 
member them, because they come 
from only two different places 
on the pig, the shoulder and the 
loin. The shoulder produces two 
kinds of chops and the loin pro- 
duces three kinds. 

The most popular kind of pork 


chops always come from the | 


loin. When a loin is cut cross- 
wise into three different sections, 
it provides a rib end (on one 
end), a leg or ham end (on the 
other end), and a centre sec- 
tion in between these two. It 
is from these three sections that 
you get rib end chops, centre 
cut ehops, gand loin end chops. 
The loin end chop is actually 
a misnomer inasmuch as all 
these three chops are from the 
loin. Howéver, it’s customary to 
call the chops,from the leg or 


ham end of the loin, simply loin 
end chops. 

Naturally, there is quite a dif- 
Sirence between the three chops 
in the amount of meat, fat, and 
bone which each one contains. 
Take a look at them the next 
time you're shopping at the meat 
counter. 

The other two chops are 
shoulder chops. One is a blade 
chop and the other one ia a 
round bone shoulder chop. These 
are cut from different parts of 
the shoulder and like loins chops, 
have there own characterstics 
differences between them, too. 
Generally speaking, they are not 
quite as popular as the three 
chops from the loin. a as @ 
result many.shoulder chops are 
not sold in the form of chops 


. at all. They are usually sold as 


a roast, either a Boston Butt 
or Picnic. 

The next time you're planning 
to have pork chops for dinner, 
remember there are five different 
kinds to choose from: (1) rib 
end, (2) centre, (3) Win end 
chops, (4) blade, and (5) round 
bone shoulder chops

| BARBECUE HINTS © 


When you're planning that . 
next big barbecue occasion, it’s - 


important to remember that bar- 
becuing is a dry-heat method of 
cooking. 

This means that it Is difficult 
to add any moisture to the meat 


to help make it more juicy-and . 


tender, points out the Meat 
Packers Council of Canada. 
Therefore, you should buy the 
more “naturally tender’ cut of 
meat to begin with. This is why 
eateaks,’ spare ribs, hamburgers, 
and chops are so popular. 


Most backyard chefs develop 
their‘ barbecue skills easily and 
quickly. Still, one of the biggest 
problems is how to control fat 
drippings which fall from the 
meat as it'a being cooked and 
flare up on the hot charcoals 
underneath. If the meat tends 
to be fatty, the cook has to be 
particularly careful or the whole 
meal can go up in flames. 

Water ia the best answer to 
this problem. A cup of water 
can be kept nearby and sprinkled 
with the fingers on the coals 
any place where flames appear. 
Even a amall water pistol or a 
plastic aqueeze bottle will do a 
good job and a more accurate 
one, too! 

In the last few years, more 
and more barbecues are being 
gold with rotiaserie attachments. 
These have added a whole new 
diménsion to barbecuing — by 
being able to cook whole 
chickens, roasts of beef, a leg

The Estate Tax has been called 
a thief because it is stealing a 
widow's mite. This very mean 
thief has also been called Un- 
christian, unjust, and an unfair 
tax on thrift. 

Actually the harder a man 
has worked and saved = and 
planned for the future of his 
family (with his wife's hetp}, 
the more tax his widow will 
have to pay. 

The unfairness of taxes 
against widows’ pensions has 
aroused discussion of the desira- 
bility of abolishing all succession 
and estate taxes. One report re- 
cently quoted a visiting Russian 
legal expert as being shocked to 
find that Canada taxes the dead. 
Soviet citizens it seems are al- 
lowed to accumulate cash, bonds 
and personnal possessions for 
their heirs. 

The only money a Canadian 
can leave hia widow is what is 
left after his. income, his auto- 
mobile, his house and everything 
else he has bought all his life
